COMMON SCHOOLS. 

The Common School system is in a flourishing 
condition in most of the State, and promises to 
meet the most sanguine expectations of its 
frit nds. It is the first duty of a State to educate 
its children, ami this system should be cherished 
and nurtured and perfected to the highest possi- 
ble degree. The laws upon the subject should 
be carefully revised and simplified, end as the 
Superintendent doubtless will visit every portion 
of the State so as to test Ihe practicable woik- 
ings of the system, ami be enabled, from person- 
al observation, the more eeriainly to suggest rem- 
edies for any defects, we may expect much iu the 
luture Irom one so eminently qualified for the 
position, and whose efforts, and whose fine talents 
and attainments, ate so deeply devoted to the 
cause of education. Believing the means to sus- 
tain it should be increased, I lecommentl a revis- 
ion anil change of the laws regulating fines and 
forfci ures, and that a law be passed applying at 
least one half of all sums collected on account of 
them to the Common School fund. Under the 
present custom of petitioning the executive to 
remit them — a custom that seems to have the 
sanction of a majority of the communities that 
impose them — the law, as it exists, seems to be a 
farce, ami very little is realized beyond the 
amount necessary to secure the f If Bant and ef- 
ficient action of the commonwealth's attorneys, 
and very slight, if any restraints, Imposed upon 
the offenders. Nearly every petition presents 
strong rea-ous for executive interference, sworn 
to, backed by strong affidavits, and appeals to 
sympathy ami by letters and the signatures of 

some of the mint respectable and influential men 

in the neighborhood, and olten by the Judges 
commonwealth's attorneys, and jurors who im- 
pose them. As the custom is, the law is a farce, 
and I "recommend a change. The fiscal year 
ends 31st December for common schools, ;m.l 
there is no report for this year in yet; but I give 
it to 10th October last. Below vou have a state- 
ment of amounts received and expended for 
years '57, '58, an 1 *5!>, until 10th October, with 
the number of children at school during those 
years:

and contractions which have so disastrously to the M^l . 
people marked their management throughout the Females— 
country. Many causes, particularly the exten- 
sive discoveries ant! great influx of gold and sil- 
ver into our circulation, together with the con 
staiitand whole-ome check to over- issues occasion- 
ed by the demands of the brokers upon the banks, 
are fast contributing to this result; so that in the 
luture we may look for a sounder paper curren- 
cy, and theirbetter management. The use olan 
undue proportion of their means in the purchase 
of bills of exchange, is greatly to be deplored, 
and constitutes the chief objection to their man- 
agement. The temptation is great to enlarge 
their dividends, and the interests of the people, 
for whose benefit they were chiefiv Created, are , 
not only neglected, but sailer severely. Instead 
of benefits received, oppressive bnffiens are Im- 
posed upon them, which no labor can endure. 
Instead of being the handmaids of industry, they 
become the instruments of oppression — a curse 
and not a blessing. They should be kept entire- 
ly under the control of the people. The people, 
throngti their representatives, have control under 
the Constitution of life, liberty, and property 
Why not give them the control ef the banks? 
There can be no danger in trusting the people 
with their control, whose interests they were ere 
tiled ttt secure; and whenever thev lose sight of 
the-e — whenever they become the agents ol wrong 
ami misrule, and prey upon the community thev 
w ere created to protect, they should forfeit their 
charters and be abolished. Too much vigilance 
over or scrutiny into their affairs, cannot be exer- 
cised by the Legislature. It might have been 
well to have appoi ited a board of supervisors over 
them, to visit them quarterly, ami report under 
oath to the Governor their condition. You could 
then have ascertained the amount of circulation, 
debts, deposits, and liabilities, every three months, 
mid whether or not they were acting within the 
limits of their charters. These supervisors would 
have acted as a check when under strong tempta- 
tions to in ike extraordinary profits for the stock- 
holders, either by over-issues of their paper, or 
in violating the law in di aling iu bills of ex- 
change. 

When the people did not get the quantity ol 

money they were entitled to upon loan, it would 

have been reported. When an over proportion 

w as used in bills ol exchange, it would have been 

discovered. When the difference iu exchange 

charged by the banks » as greater than that allow- 
ed by law, and these Incorporated companies be- 
came usurers, vast monopolies, and shaving shops. 

contrary to the object of their creai ion, oppress- 

i: g instead of relieving the people whom thev 

were intended to benefit, or there wen- violations 

of their charters iu any way, it would have been 

reportei. The exact condition and operations of 

these vast institutions, by which our industry is 

regulated and our trade controlled, with all their 

extraordinary power for good or for evil, would 

have been at all litres known to the people, ami 

their interests fully protected. The amount of 

banking capital could have been known every 

three mouths during ihe year, and we could have 
| regulated our policy accordingly. What the 

trade of our Cominonwc illh needs is haul to tell; 
; but certain I am, with the facilities now afforded 

by the banks now iu existence, and which seem 

to be well managed, we have banking capital 

enough. 

Bank dividends have become so large and uni- 
form in Kentucky, that the stocks of our banks 
have run up to enormous prices. Is this a good 
or a bad sign, so far as the interests of the peo- 
ple are concerned? The profit in dividends and 
in large reserved and contingent funds comes out 
of the industry ol the people at last. Under the 
sirong temptations to persons to make combina- 
tions to gel similar charters, iu order to secure 
the stock tit new banks, which would pav extra- 
ordinary profits, as thev suppose, and the stock of 
which would soon ndva.ice if these dividends 
were realiztd, there may be efforts mule to char 
ter more batiks by ihe Legislature, and U> increase 
the circulation, now believed to be amply suffi 
oient to meet the legitimate wants of our people. 
If suocesalul, it would bring incalculable evils up- 
on the people. We have banks enough, and too 
msny; let us have no more.

Of the whole number admitted since 1824, it 
will be seen that more than one third have been 
respired and discharged, to become useful mem- 
bers of society. A large majority of the cases 
recover when they are put under treatment in 
the Asylum within the first year of I heir insanitv, 
and before they are confirmed lunatics. 1 cannot 
go into the details td this lengthy and very able 
report, but it is sufficient to say, unparalleled suc- 
cess has attended the efforts of the Superinten- 
dents and managers ol these institutions, in the 
te-toralion and improvement of the patients con- 
fi led to their care. The reports w ill compare 
favorably with any I have read. 

The institution at Lexington was recommended 
by (iov. Adair in his message, and established 
during Ills administration. Before that time the 
poor lunatic was treated as a wild beast, chained, 
whipped, starved, and maltreated in everv way, 
ami his condition rendered utterly hopeiess of re- 
covery. What a contrast is there now between 
ti.e present and the treatment of tiiat day, and 
many years after, and how wonderfully marked 
fir the better. I had the pleasure, a short time 
a^o. of inspecting in person the one at Lexington, 
and I can bear testimony to the great change 
w ithin a lew years. There went neatness, clean- 
liness, and an air of comfort and cheerfulness 
throughout the entire institution. The patients 
were respecllul to those w ho had charge of them, 
w ere qttlet, and seemed contented with their lot, 
and comparatively happy. A large lumber of 
thl m were farmers, and these particularly begged 
to have an appropriation from the Legislators to 
purchase land adjoining, which would give them 
the exercise their health and improvement re- 
quired in the open air, and render their labor 
quite profitable. 

When I heard the reasons of the Superintend- 
ent for making ibis appropriation, which are re- 
I erred to in his report, anil which you can exam- 
ine for yourselves. I did not doubt the economy 
and propriety of making, at a reasonable price, 
such a purchase, ami I therelore earnestly recom- 
mend it lo your favorable consideration, as a 
measure not only of humanity but of economy. 

Your attention is directed also to the report of 
the very polite and competent Superintendent of 
the Institution for the Blind, near Louisvil'e. — 
The number of pupils in this institution was, on 
the 1st of November last, 43; admitted during 
the year, 8; died, none. Many of the pupils en- 
ter iu feeble health, and only three have died in 
18 years. A larger number is expected, us the 
session has just commenced, and some of the 
pupils had not returned, lor the last few years, 
and since its removal to the present site by a 
Board of Commissioners appointed by Gov. Pow- 
ell under an act of the Legislature, there has 
been a marked improvement iu the school. The 
site was examined in person by Gov. Powell, 
who gave bis unqualified approval and indorsed 
its purchase by the Trustees. The Superintend- 
ent reports that the institution is greatly indebt- 
$d 86 Gov, Powell's administration for the high 
tlegrec of prosperity it now enjoys. It has more 
than met the expectations of Us friends since its 
removal, and I recommend it to your care. The 
State has made provision, with a liberality 
worthy of her. for alt the youth, including the 
blind children within her bottlers, and ere long 
they will be gathered into the schools from every 
region of the Commonwealth. The Trustees 
will present their report, and a visit from some of 
the pupils may be expected for examination be- 
fore the Legislature. 

The Deaf and Dumb Asylum at Danville, an- 
other one of our charitable institutions, was es- 
tablished during the administration of Governor 
Desha, having been ri commended by him in his 
mess ige. From a small and doubtful beginning, 
under the management of otic tif the most com- 
petent, devoted, and philanthropic of men, it has 
grown into the most successful and interesting 
institutions in the country — under his unceasing 
care it has been a blessing to the affiicted In- 
mates and an honor to the State. There were 
over one hundred pupils last year, and the health 



just as secure. Out Siale credit rose w ith ihe 
revulsion and their's fell, which was chiefly owing 
to the solvency and judicious management of our 
banks; ami I can with just cause and with pride 
congratulate you to-day upon the high standing, 
character, and credit of the Stale, abroad us 
well as at home. 

In order to keep up the credit of our banks, 
anil the character anil credit of the State, a sound 
currency and a healthy condition of our trade, I 
would deplore the passage of any more bank 
charters, and would certainly withhold from them 
my sanction. Much time and money has been 
wasted in legislating lor individuals and classes, 
and in hasty and inconsiderate legislation towards 
the close of a session, when the important busi- 
ness of the Slate has been postponed at ils com- 
mencement; and while I entertain tho profnund- 
est respect for both Houses of the Legislature, 
the constitution imposes upon me the duty of ex- 
amining closelv every bill, and of withholding 
mv approval from hasty, unwi-e, or unconstitu- 
tional legislation. Paper money is certainly a 
convenience to the people; but if we have too 
much of it. its value is lessened and it becomes 
an evil. Have you not paid too dearly already 
for the whistle? I candidly acknowledge that 
as an original proposition, I would have thought 



ire four buildings w hich have cost shout $00,1100, 
when all that has been appropriated by the Leg- 
islature, within thirty years, at different times, 
is $17,500 for building purposes. The Trustees

The one half of 
the house is warmed by one fire, w Inch consumes 
only a cord of wood per day, and which, if the 
apparatus were extended, would heat the whole 
building.

We have our benevolent institutions which I 
have recommended to your favorable considera- 
tion — the hospitals lor the insiue, the institutions 
for the deaf und the dumb, and the blind. Tl.ey 
have been eminently successful, more than meet- 
ing our expectations. We are justly proud of 
them. You have liberally supported them; your 
money cant) not be expended in any cause which 
appeals for protection and support more strongly 
to both the head ami the heart. It is the cause 
of philanthropy, and your liberality heretofore 
has been applauded by the just and generous and 
humane people of the whole Slate. It needs no 
argument to prove to an enlightened and virtu- 
ous constituency that these unfortunate classes 
of our citizens are entitled to your sympathy and 
, protection, and lo every reasonable effort to alle- 
i vtate their misfortune/. You need one other in- 
; ttiiution of a kindred character. The Insane 
Hospital has brought its blessings. The dreaded 
maniac has been restored to reason and to society. 
The poor sorrowing neglected inute has mental 
ears to hear; and the pitiable, resigned, but hope- 
less blind man, now rejoices in mental sight. No 
No longer ignorant or helpless, they now rejoice 
in the light of knowledge and religion. Ken- 
tucky was among the first to establish a hospital 
for tlie insane — the foutlh State to establish an 
institution for the deaf and dumb. She has es- 
tablished one lor the blind. Thev are the cher- 
ished objects of her people; her light and her 
glory. She rejoices in iheir success; she points 
to them with pride. She has ore more to estab- 
lish before her work of charity, of love, of relig- 
ion, and of humanity is complete. There is yet 
I another class ot her helpless people who claim her 
sympathies and her support. It is her idiots and 
her feeble minded children. There are over CtOO 
of them — more than 500, as shown by the Au- 
ditor's report, now a tax upon her wealth of about 
$o0,000 per annum, and the number is steadily 
i:o casing. Add to this number 300 more of the 
j same class, who are supported by their relatives, 
or have sullicient property of their own. Let her 
establish a school for these poor imbeciles, and all, 
all of her suffering children, will be provided for, 
and every species of involuntary suffering in the 
power of the State lo aid, will be relieved. It is 
economy as well as humanity to do it. I recom- 
mend ii, earnestly recommend it, lo your favora- 
ble consideration. 

This uuforlunate class of our race, under prop- 
er training, arc capable of an extraordinary de- 
gree of improvement; nearly all of them in a 
lew years could be sufficiently educated to take 
care of themselves; nearly all have intellect. 
The experiments which have been made satisfac- 
torily prove it. They have been eminently suc- 
cessful both in this country and Europe. A 
number of schools are now in successful opera 
tion in other States. The State of Pennsylvania 
has an institution of the kind, and has expended 
$00,000 in the erection of buildings, besides an 
annuity of $4,000 lor the maintenance of JO in- 
digent imbeciles. The very kind and able super- 
I inlcndont of this institution, Dr. Joseph Parris, 
jr., has generously proposed to me to visit the 
Legislature of Kentucky w ith a number of his pu- 
pils, if we need a demonstration of its practicabil- 
ity. The experiments which have been made at 
the Deaf and Dumb Asylum at Danville, I am 
informed by the enlightened and experienced 
principal, and by the learned Superintendent at 
the Lexingion Hospital, who take a great inter- 
est iu this matter, and have devoted much study 
to it, have been eminently successful. Nearly ail 
of them in childhood have some intellect, tliller- 
Ingin degree. A single spark, useless and feeble 
as it glistens in the dark, may be fanned and led 
until it becomes a considerable light. By careful 
cultivation these feeble, heirless, and loathsome 
objects mav be greatly improved iu intellect, and 
made objects of interest, alfcciion and compar-i- 
tive intelligence. What a mass of human mise- 
ry would be relieved in a generation by a school 
for these children. Five, six, seven, or eight hun- 
dred households in Kentucky would be relieved, 
whose every day life is shadowed by the presence 
of these unfortunates I can conceive of no pos- 
sible public measure which would relieve so much 
wretchedness and make so many hearts glad, as the 
establishment of a school for the training of 
these uuforlunate children. It can be done, too, 
without adding anything to the public expendi- 
ture, except for the erection of buildings, and the 
purchase of a suitable site. Nay, it would stop 
the annual increase of the large sum now spent, 
as shown by the Auditor's reports, to which, for 
information, you are referred; and it would stop 
the frauds upon the treasury. The beginning 
should be upon an economical scale, and gradu- 
ally extended to meet the wants of the school 
Support should not be withdrawn from those idi- 
ots as at pre-ent provided by law, but all between 
certain ages shuuid be required to be placed iu 
the school on pait: of forfeiting (or withdrawing', 
the stipend now afforded. Br deg.-ecs the Slate 
would be relieved by death of the support of 
those too old for instruction. The young would 
tie trained and sent home, in the great majority 
! of cases, to cam their own support, and the 
j whole face of the matter be changed iu a geuer- 
! alum. 

It has been discussed in the public journals, 
and w herever discussed it has been adopted, and 
has been successful. Lunatics were once treated 
in Kentucky as idiots now are. How wonderful 
the change. Poverty and belpaessnoes implore 
you to establish such a school; public policy de- 
mands it; humanity asks ii; economy would be 
promoted by it; the superior intelligence and 
philanthropy' of the representatives of a free, just, 
and generous people, and the enlightened spirit of 
the age, I hope will require it to be done. 

Closely connected with the question is the pre- 
vention of marriage between first cousins. By a 
single act of the Legislature you can save ij the 
future an immense amount of suffering. You 
can diminish, according to the opinion of those 
who have fully investigated this subject, twenty 
per cent, of the number of imbeciles, insane deaf 
mutes, and blind children. Render the marriageof 
cousins illegal, and a great evil is at once eradica- 
ted. At least from fifteen to twenty per cent.ol 
all these suffere-s are the offspring of cousins. A 
gentleman of science, of learning, and enlarged 
experience, who has for a long time paid a great 
deal of attention to this subject, recently informed 
me he never yet had seen all the children so relate 
ed sound in body and mind. There is always among 
some of them some defect, mentally or bodily. 
A large number of the nupils (so say the teach- 
ers) in the Deaf and Dumb Asylums arc the 
children of cousins. At Danville there are four 
sisters, deaf and dumb, the children of cousins; 
thev have two speaking brothers, both in delicate 
health. There is also, from another family, 
there, a sister and brother, children of oonsins 
There is another instance of sister and brother, 
there, also deaf and dumb, the children of sec-

GEOLOCICAI. SCRVEV. 

The propriety of continuing the Geological 
Survey of the State is an important question 
which presents itself for your consideration. The 
survey, us you are aware! was commenced several 
years ago, and has been hitherto skillfully and 
diligently prosecuted by those to whom it wa's in- 
trusted. Liberal appropriations toward it hive, 
from time to time, been made by the Legislature. 
Large sums have been expended UDon the enter- 
prise. It is for you to determine whether the work 
shall be continued or abandoned. There can be 
no doubt that the judgment of an intelligent 
constituency will justify you in making the ne- 
cessary appropriation to sustain it. Fortunately 
the financial condition of the Commonwealth for- 
bids ihat any false idea of economy should in- 
duce you to throw away the means already ex- 
pended by refusing to carry it on to completion. 

It requires no argument Irom me to convince the- 
representatives of the people that the develop- 
ment ol the mineral and agricultural wealth of 
the Stale is an object of paramount importance. 
In lieu of argument, we have the exnericnce of 
many of our sister States which have been thor- 
oughly surveyed, demonstrating the benefits which 

they have derived from such an enlightened policy. 
Kentucky should not rest sati lied to lag behind 
them in scientific enterprise — -diould not pause in 
the useful work she has so liberally begun, nor 
consent to lose the advantages to be derived from 
its continued prosecution. 

Not the least imporiant consideration urging 
us on to the final accomplishment of the survey 
is the fact that the portions of the State mostly 
to be benefited by it are those — among them the 
mountain regions of the State — which have not, 
( in times past, felt the liberal aid of the Couimon- 
I weath in the execution ol works of internal im- 
] provement. Such improvements have increased 
the w ealth of other sections, and it is but an act 
. of simple justice that the neglected counties 
I should in some measure be compensated bv bring- 
! ing to light their hidden treasures. Millions have 
! been freely lavished in building railroads and 
I turnpikes, and in slack watering the streams of a 
highly favored portion of our territory — -hall a 
sin ill sum, in coinparisnn.be deuied to enable 
scientific mi n to demonstrate that our mountains 
teem with wealth? The agricultural portions of 
the State are no less interested in the proseeu 
tion of the work. That you may be prepared 
to act understanding^ with reference to this ques- 
tion, I refer you to the accompanying synopsis of 
the principal results of the survey, addressed to 
me by Dr. D. D. Owen, State Geologist, showing 
the value and importance of the work performed, 
and what remains lo be done to make the Geolog- 
ical survey of Kentucky complete. 

1! IDKDAST BKTw'EEN KENTUCKY AND TENNESSEE. 

The Commissioners appointed by theGoverner, 
under the act of the last Legislature, to act in 
conjunction with a similar committee nppointcd 
by the Governor of Tennessee, in running and re- 
in irking the boundary line between the two 
States, have performed that duty in a highly satis- 
factory manner, and 1 take pleasure in IsyuW he- 
fore yon their report, to which you arc referred" for 
information. The instruments with which this 
work was performed were of a very superior 
character, and were obtained on loan from Pro- 
fessor Bache, the very accomplished anil accom- 
modating chief of the United States Coast Survey. 
Each county, especially along the border line, 
should have deposited with the county clerk, for 
the use of the public, a copy ot this important 
aud able report, with the maps accompanying it. 

WOLF ISLAND, 

The dispute between the States of Missouri 
and Kentucky, in regard to Wolf Island in the 
Mississippi river, has had all the attention neces- 
sary to protect the rights of our citizens. Juris - 
diction over ills claimed by the Stale of Missouri, 
which involves the right of our citizens, and a 
bill has been filed in the Supreme Court of the 
United States against the State of Kentucky to 
settle the question. My answer for the State has 
been prepared and transmitted to Washington 
City by the distinguished counsel engaged 
in the case, to be filed without delay. Other 
eminent counsel, w ho practice regularly before the 
Supreme Court, through abundant caution, have 
been engaged to delend the suit at Washington, 
and familiar with the whole case, and deeply in- 
terested in it as they are, I have great confidence 
iu the result. 



REGISTRATION OF BIRTHS, DEATHS, AND MARRIAGES. 

I invite your attention to the valuable report 
of the distinguished physicanwho has had charge 
of the subject, in regard to the registration of the 
births, deaths, and marriages in the State since 
ihe last report, under the act of the Legislature, 
and recommend that a suitable allowance be 
made for the service he has rendered. The col- 
lection of statistics upon the subject has been 
regarded by some of the most eminent physicians 
and disguhihed scientific men in the country, who 
have turned their attention particularly to this 
subject, as of great importance in ascertaining the 
causes of mortality, and in suggesting the means oi 
pi eventing disease and securing the health of the 
peple. 

rOLL BOOKS AND BRIBERY AT ELECTIONS. 

Ill order to guard successfully against frauds in 
elections, I recommend that the mode of setting 
down the votes on the poll -books bo so changed 
that the clerks of the elections be required to 
keep the vote in numerals, commencing at the 
head of each column with the figure 1. and so 
continuing the count in numerals down to the 
foot of the page. No vote could then be changed 
without a change of the w hole column, which 
would expose the fraud. The bribery and bet- 
ting and mobs at our elections are alarmingly on 
the increase, and deserve your serious and most 
earnest consideration. The exercise of the elec- 
tive franchise is the dearest right of a freeman: 
and everv man, whether he be native or foreign, 
who has the right, should be allowed to exercise 
this right, without molestation and w ithout fear, 
no matter to what party he belongs. A party may 
succeed to day by mob violence and outtage at 
the polls, but in another year that party may be 
turned out of power in the spirit of retaliation 
by the example it has set. If the moral senti- 
ment of the people, or the laws, are not suffi- 
cient to suppress these mobs at elections with 
which we have been cursed, or to punish the of- 
fenders, all good and just men must at once see 
the propriety of BO effective change, for it is the 
very essence of liberty and a free government 
such as ours, to have iaws to correct every evil, 
and to have these laws properly inforced. I 
leave the whole subject to your enlighteued judg- 
ment. 

AFRICAN SLAVE TRADE. 

I lay before you, nl the retpiest of the Governor 
of New York, the resolutions of the Legislature 
of that State herewith transmitted, upon the sub- 
ject of the reopening of the African slave trade, 
with the remark that the position of Kentucky 
upon that question cannot be misunderstood. 
Her citizens are opposed to the reopening of the 
African slave trade. 

PENITENTIARY. 

From the report iff the Keeper and Visitors of

1 had not intended to have alluded, in this paper, 
to the slavery question; but ii. view of recent oeenr- 
renpei*and the exiraordmary d'-cirinci avowed hi 
thciitack Republican party, which 1 think are direct- 
ly hostile to the longer continuance of the Union;] 
have thought proper to refer to Hn- Bttbyeot. j do not 
believe slavery to he wrong. I do not believe it to be a 
moral, social, or political evil. Many distinguished 
patriots of the South committed, in my judgment, a 
grcnt »*rror when they made this admission, in 
the earlier days of the Kepublto. Our fathers di I no 
wrong to humanity when they emoodied it iu the 
Constitution; but they followed tne customs the 
law-, and the example of t n- whole civilized world. 
Tiie question was settled nmnv thousand >ears ago, 
in the patriarchal :ig-'s. Abraham introduced slavery 
into his system of government, which bad the re- 
cognition and protection of God. It came down as an 
inheritance to 1 a n* and t o Jacob and t he patriarchs, 
Moses found it a part of the Jewish poHty. recogniz- 
ed by law. Bfi was the sreat law-eiver, the chos- 
en pqUtieal and religious lejiderut the Jews, and had, 
as such, received his commauus upon Mount Sinai 
fromOod himself. If it had been I bearded as an 
evil, would he not have abolished it'.' Would not the 
Almighty have commanded him to do it? It was the 
slavery of buying and selling ihnjt in existence by 
law. and reeogmzed and spoken oi iu the Levitfeel 
Code,"that the heathen shall be your bondmen for- 
ever," an 1 thus the LnstitAtion oamedovn undis- 
turbed through all the Governors and Judges to t he 
coining of tiie Savior, hid ho disturb il'i l>id he de- 
nounce it as a great wrongtr-fl moral, social, or politi- 
cal evil? Gould ho not have bad it abolished with a 
word? Undenounced and undisturbed by him, it was 
transmitted to the times of the Apostles, who re- 
cognised and treated it in the sane way; f<-r when 
Ouesemus the slave, ran of from his master Philemon, 
and went to the Apostle 1'anl for protection, did he 
conceal him? did he give him protection? Did he 
not tell him to go home *.o bid master? Did he not. 
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encd; all the slave States arc threatened; the con- 
stitutitinaud the union arc threatened; end reaaef) 
and iu "dice, common sense and prudcnoCtcaCh us thai 
we must adopt eflicient measures Of protection. A 
common sense of danger must bring us to a common 
position of self-preservation. 

These viewti are suggested by the peculiar circum- 
stances by which we are surrounded, and for your 

ewftl at" home. Self-preservatian and tha safety of 
the republic demand renewed vigilance up.^n our 
part, whether the ag nis and emissaries of the 
Kepublican parly, ami the cnemie-* of the union 
come among us as teachers, as peddlers, or us free 
negroes from tlio free Slates. I would therefore re- 
commend a heavier taxation upon peddlers, a repeal 
of the laws allowing free negrres to come within our 
borders from other States. and the enactment of n 
law imposii-g a heavy penalty upon them for e. ming 
to the Slate, under any pretense whatever. I tur- 
tlier recommend a change of the law.-, allowing -! aves 
to hire their own time, and the baftsage of much 
more rigid laws to correct this alarming evil. It 
would be well, too. to oifer to each tree negro, who 
wished to leave the State, who bad n..r the means, a 
sufficient sum of money to boar his expenses to his 
destination! when once out, ho could not return. 
This population is a great nuisance iu our M.iie. 
and while the good and the industrious ought to bo 
protected and respected, 1 am not suro that it would 
not have been well to have sotd into slavery again 
those who were guilty of crime.- of a certain descrip- 
tion, synd fur mis icmoauoi'fs. instead oC the puuisn- 
menl now provided bj law— lor druiikeances, im- 
morality, lamness, and general misconduct, upon 
proof and conviction before a proper tribunal, it 
might have been well to liuve tired them o. it for 8 
rear.

not to save time, but be saw no good in 'rem lin- 
ing here, as he knew gentlemen on the other side

Mr. Clark — My purpose is higher than that. 
Cries from the Democratic side — Good, good — 
let's adjourn. 

Mr. Clark was willing to give w ay for that pur- 
pose. 

Mr. Stanton thought this line of discussion 
would be much more appropriate and better man- 
aged if the House were organized by the electio n 
of a presiding officer 

Mr. Washluirne, of Maine, arose to a qiustion, 
but Mr. Clark proposed to go on with bis re- 
marks, utile s some gentleman w ished to move to 
adjourn. 

Mr. Stevens— I hope the House will not ad- 
journ. These things must come out. 

A voice — You're right. 

Mr. Stanton — I sec no good to be accomplish- 
ed by rem lining here, unless wc proceed to vote. 
1 take on myself the responsibility to move that 
the House adjourn. 

Decided in the negative by two majority. 

Mr- VaUandinghaai remarked that someDemo- 
crats were absent. Three of them might be here 
to-morrow. Therefore he voted aye. 

.Mr. Clark resumed, but in a tone not altogeth- 
er audible. He wished to show why the resolu 
tion ought to p.. S s, and to present t'o the Aineri 
can people the position certain gentlemen occu- 
pied as regards the Speakership. Heretofore the 
people were divided as Democrats and Whigs. 
There was conservative and fanatical feeling. 
There was scarcely found an American citizen 
who advocated insurrection, robbery, and disso- 
lution. No party since this government has had
